Admiral Saito’a Aspirations. 

, CHINESE SUSPICIOUS OF 

JAPANESE INTENTIONS. 

Admiral Baron Saito, the Gov- 
ernor-General of Korea, who 
visited Chinnempo for purposes 
of inspection, is quoted by the 
local correspondent of the sahi 
as saying that now that Korea is 
pacifed, earnest attention must 
ba directed to the development of 
industries in the penicsala. 
AS regards the policy 
fo) be pursued. towards 
industrial development, tha newly 
treated Industrial Commission 
will be consulted. The question 
of recovering the ¢ontral’ of the 
Korean railway by the Govern- 
ment-Generat from the Soeath 
Wanchuria Railway Company is, 
the Governor-General continues, 
well-nigb decided. "He hopes 
that the construction of new rail- 
ways in North Korea will be 
somewhat accelerated by the 
work being undertaken by the 
Government. 

At the recent Colonial Confer- 
‘once in Tokyo, matters” relating 
to tte control of Koreans were 
chiefly discussed, and the agree- 
mest reached was- that efforts 
in that direction should be made 
chiefly — by the Consolates con- 
cerned within the fimits the 
Budget appropriated for the 
purpose permitted. Oue argument 
advanced urged the estabtish- 
ment of a special organ for the 
exclusive transaction of such 
matters, but it. is not known 
whether this scheme will materi- 
alise, as” it is attended with 
financial difficulties.

THE CHINESE WIRELESS IMBROGLIO. | 


A Washington cable notifies that, in reply to. the 
» Chinese Manister. the U.S. State Department has declared 
that the Government will support the, American Federal 
Wireless ‘lelegraph Co. in respect of tts contract with the 
Chinese Governwent for the erection of wireless stations, 
despite the protests of Britain. Japan, and Denmark. This 
is a question that bas around considerable discussion dur- 
ing recent months. A brief statement of the facts may 
heip to an appreciation of the issues involved. In February 
1918 the Chinese Naval Department entered into a contract 
with a Japanese concern, the Mitsui Co.. by which the 
latter was accorded the privilege of erecting an extensive 
Wireless statiun capable of communicating with Japan. 
Europe and America at a cost of something over bal! a 
million sterling, the Uhinese Government to have the right 
of expropriation by thirty equa] annual instalments. ‘Lhe 
original instrument dees Dot confer any monopoly upon the 
convessionaires, but in the following month a declaration 
was attached to the contract. providiag that “during the 
_ term of thirty years no other party shall be allowed to 
erecta similar wireless telegrapn station comrmunicationg 
telegraphically with Japan, Europe. and America. neither 
ma} the Chinese Government itself erect an instalation. 
This the concessionaires interpreted as conveying to 
them the exclusive right uf constructing, during the period 
mentioned, a plant capable of world-wide communication, 
and, having regard to the risk of a competitive undertaking 
rendering the young enterprise unremunerative. this 
appeared a not uureasonable stipulation. In October 1915 
the Marcoui Wireless Telegraph (Co. entered into a 
contract with the Chirese Government for the erection of 
three stations, but as these, with a range of 700 miles, were 
restricted to domestic operations, the Japanese cuncession- 
aires did net regard the contract ws any-intringement ut 
their rights. Wahat the Danish protest refers to we do not 
know, unless there was a hope et introducing the Poulsen 
system; but in the early part of this year came the agree- 
ment between the American company and. the Chinese 
Government. which the Mitsui Co. naturally” regards as 
ibfringing its rights, as also does the Marconi Uo.: only 
there 1s another question involved.” ; ; 
The American company agreed with the Chinese 
Government tu erect four large high-puwer stations at 
Peking, shanghai, Harbin and (auton, the price being 
stated as 4v00,U00 U.s. dollars, the installations to be 
operated under the Chinese Telegraph Administration with 
foreign supervision, and the undertaking to revert to the 
Chinese Government in ten years, so that, in some respects 
et apy rate, the contrace was more favourable than the one 
entered into with the Japanese company. Protests were 
entered, to which the American response was that the 
Japanese contract was in contravention of U.S. treaty 
rignts, and was also detrimental to adequate Vacific 
communication facilities. As Art. XAX of the Sino. 
American Treaty of 1853 entitles American citizens to the 
same rights as China may confer upon the subjects of any 
other Power, Washington's first contention, assuming that 
the Treaty has not been in any way superseded, has at least 
prims facie justification. Whether this carries an absolute 
Fight, in the sense of forbidding the other party to grant 
the subjects of apother Power ‘some particular privilege, 
15 possibly a question. The United States, we believe, in 
reciprocating “most favoured nation” economic treatment, 
eserves to sume extent her own construction of the privilege. 
Regarding the provision of additional]. communication 
facilities, the American attitude agrees with the broad 
principles of public, or of international, policy. ‘There is, 
nowever, the question whether divided patronage will 
permit of the services paying, and if they do not they may 
suffer in point of efficiency. It must, be added that 1t was 
. incumbent upon the concessionaires to remember the maxim 
: ¢aceut emptor—seeing that the Sino-American Treaty is public 
Property, they must be deemed to have had notice of 11; but 
the situation that’ has arisen is certainly unfortunate for 
: the earlier concessiouaires, especially the Japanese, who 
undertook an extensive pioneer service at heavy outlay.

Wo have in the past condemned 
Sinn Feiners because of their 
senseless warfare and because of 
their guilt in atrocities that have 
set us all to shame, but we most 
be equally prepared to conde:nn 
all who take the law jnto 
their own hands and attempt 
to gain by violenca what 
should be gained by tegistation. 
The weok-end in Belfast was of 
the character it was because of 
armed Orangemen as well ss 
because of armed Sinn Feiners. 
Reuter unblushingly telis of & 
procession of Orangemen, many 
of whom were armed.and who 
ran up aide streets to fight the 
Sinn Fein snipers. Now, we 
must co more tolerate armed 
intervention by Protestants and 
Loyalists than we can tolerate 
armed activities by Sinn Peiners. 
Where one stands condemned the 
other must if he indulges in 
precisely a similar action. We 
sincerely trast that the. Home 
Government will express its 
whole-hearted disapproval of the 
actions of both sides and not 
visit the sins of both on. one 
faction only. Let us blame Sinn 
Fein for all that it bas. baen 
guilty of, but let us mot be 80 
blind to facts and to justice aa to

Credit for Exports. 


We rather thought there would 
be some opposition to the non- 
extension of the Empire exports 
credit scheme to the Far East.

"WHEN NO: MORE COAL 
WELL BE WANTED. 


Rapid Onward March of the 


_ We ate lieing in the age af oil; 
the age of coal is passing away. 
Te might have lived longer had 
it uot been for the stoppage of 
the coal industry. As it is, both 
miners and coalowners_ may find. 
the demand for theit ontput 
metoriatly r-duced, states a 
London journal. — 

“During the last fow weeks 


.the use of oi! as foal has increas- 


ed to an extraordinary extent,” 
said the editor of tha Petroleum 
World to a Press representative, 
. “Chis is not due entirely to tho 
coal strike.” he continued. “Ht 
is also due to the fac: that, after 
tha strike had been going on for 
three weeks, the oil companies 
agteed to reduce their prices 70s. 
it haa been an 
enormous number of inquiries— 
cot only for oil itself, but for 
burners to enable it to be used 
in turnaces in place of coal. Oil 
companies are now willing to 
make contracts for five years 
ahead at about present pricea, 
which puts the oil consumer in a 
vary favourable position. 
BIG SUPPLIES IN SIGHT. 
“With oil at about £4 to £5 
per-ton there is verv little differ- 
ence between its cost and that of

THE FIGHTING. 


The Position Reviewed. - 


In spite of the contradictory 
nature of the news coming 
through regarding the progress of 
the fighting between the ‘wo 
Kwangs it is possible to indicate 
the general situation, pur Canton 
correspondent writes. 

Dealing with the western front 
first he vays that official reports 
from Wactow indicate that the 
Cantonese troops have proceed-d 
a little farther into Kwaongsi -ter- 
ritory and“bave captored Tang 
Hsin after very heavy fighting io 
which both sides lost heavily. 

On the south front the Ewang- 
ai troops have not yet proceeded 
forther into Kwangtung territory 
than Pakhoi, although it is known 
that they are striving to. pres# 
westward in the direction of Fa- 
chow and Kechow. Yamchow 
and Limchow fell into their nands 
many days ogo and the official 
who have arrived in Canton 
f:om those places report.that the 
Canton soldiers lacked fighting 


spirit and allowed the Kwongsi} 


troops to enter the cities vithout 
oppo-ition. In order to stay the 
advaoce of the Kwangsi troops 
farther in this region Commander 
Tang bas been ordered to bom- 
bard the enemy from the sea and 
the gunbosts Wing Fong and 
Wing. Cheong have been ordered 
to cruise outside and prevent any 
assistance comiog from the north 
by sea. 

‘From Shamsvui, where a large 
number of soldiers bave arrived 
from Wuchow, it is reported tha’ 
these troops have been speciallv 
ordered to strengthen the de- 
fences of the district es it is 
feared that the enemy may at- 
tack from the routh-west by way 
of Lo Ting Chow. . The newly. 
arrived soldiets have brought 
larze quantities of goods which 
they secured when Wuchow fell 
end these are being offered for 
sale atvery cheap prices... 

" Regarding the stateof Wachow 
city itself it is reported that.2
